She 
then lost consciousness, to be awaken- 
ed about 8 o’clock by dogs tearing 
away her clothing and pulling at her 
hair. She foune herself in a strip of 
woods not far from the stockade.

Mrs. Andreae’s husband is farming 
on the land at Lakemont.

Prevented Sale of Land. 

In August, 1921, she said that an 
organization kept “hounding” her 
husband for a portion of the Lake- 
mont property, and that he deeded to 
them a lot. After learning of her 
husband’s action, it is said, sne 
brought legal action to have the 
transfer of the land set aside, which 
suit, it is claimed, she won. Since 
‘that time she has been in disfavor 
with the membership of that asso- 
iciation, she says. 

The two men that attacked her 
spoke in a foreign accent, she states, 
They evidently were not seeking 
money or jewelry, she said, because 
no efforts were made to remove the 
rings she “wore. She did not have 
any money on her person at the time 
of the attack. 

Mrs. Andreae. who is of German 
decent, speaks English brokenly. She 
stated she did not know whether the 
drug used on her was choloroform or 
another having similar effect.

The inquiry 
involyes the whole question as to 
what is best for the people, free 
competition, government or private 
ownership, regulation or contre! in 
the coal industry. ‘The problem 
is of so great moment, with refer- 
ence not only to the theories of gov: 
ernment but also to the econumie tife 
of the republic, that the view of the 
commission must be left tv its final 
report. 

“There can be no satisfactory _agree- 
ment as to wage rates, and no lst- 
ing peace between operators and men, 
unless steadier employment can be 
provided. There can be no satisfae- 
tory solution of our transportation 
problem so long as the railroads are 
subjected to sudden peak loads of 
coal traffic at the season when the 
demands of agriculture and industry 
are at their height. 

“The commission believes that the 
public interest in coal raises funda- 
mental questions of the relation of 
this industry to the nation, and of 
the degree to which private rights 
must yield to public welfare. It may 
be that both private property in an 
exhaustible resource and labor in a 
public service industry must submit 
to certain modifications of their pri- 
vate rights, receiving in return cer- 
fain guarantees and privileges not 
accorded to purely private business 
or persons in private employ.” 

With anthracite coal problems, the 
preliminary report dealt only brief- 
ly.

In recognition of unusual bravery 
displayed while in action near Montr- 
faucon, France, in September 28, 
1918.

Representing the Gas Consum- 
ers’ league will be Attorney James 
Maddox, and Attorney Walter P. 
Colquitt, of Atlanta, will represent 
the gas company. 

Continuous and universal com- 
plaint has been made in regard to 
the gas service by consumers here 
and a very large number of former 
consumers have hed _ their meters 
removed either because they wished 
the service discontinned, or because 
they have refused to pay their gas 
bills, alleging that the service ren- 
dered was not commensurate with 
the amount of the bills.

“There has not been a single prob- 
lem confronting the various depart- 
ments so far as finances are concerned 
that the committee has not gone into 
thoroughly,” asserted Alderman Rags- 
dale. ‘“‘We have labored long and 
patiently over the items recommended 
and I believe that we are in posi- 
tion to know the financial situation 
of the city better than anybody else.” 

Refuse Airplane Money. 

Councilman Edgar Watkins, of the 
eighth ward, introduced an amend- 
ment to the finance sheet which would 
have provided for the appropriation 
of $3,600 to pay the rental on a muni- 
cipal landing field for aeroplanes. This 
was rejected by council in spite of
